was completely obliterated by the 
wonder{ul outburst of patriotic en- 
thusiasm. The provincial premiers 
were present and the mayors of sev-| 
eral leading Canadian cities. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier evoked great enthusiasm, 
with his patriotic eloquence. He gave. 
Sir Charles Tupper credit of being 
second only to Sir John A. Macdonald | 
in his efforts to bring about confed- 
eration. } 

“After forty years we can say that 
the work done in this room was well 
done. During the twenty years after 
the Declaration of Independente - the 
American confederation had to sur- 
vive twelve amendments. During 44 
years 4ince the Canadian federation 
there has been only one amendment 
of an important character and that 
came without friction and to the sat- 
isfaction of everybody.

Wheat Yield of Canada and British

Washington, D.C.—A bumper ‘harv- 
est of wheat in British India, esti- 
mated at -369,000,000 bushels, surpass- 
ing all previous yields, and the record 
area sown to spring wheat in western 
Canada, giving to seemingly extrava- 
gant estimates of probable yields, 
are the features of the world’s review 
of May Agricultural News announced 
by the department of agricultural re- 
cently. In other respects foreign agri- 
culture is generally making average 
seasonable progress. 

In Argentina, the great wheat and 
flax exporter of the southern hemis- 
phere, the autumn sown crops have 
entered their first month of trans- 
equatorial winter in vigorous condi- 
tion and on probably larger increased’ 
areas. The. recently gathered corn 
crop there turned out badly and little 
or no surplus will be available for ex- 
port. .

FORESTRY BRANCH INAUGUAR- 
ING EDUCATIONAL CAMPAIGN 


A. Campaign of Education and Organ- 
izatoin Among the Indians Between 
Manitoba and Hudson Bay May 
Result: in Preventing Great Loss 
from Fire—Red Man Will Be De- 
corated With Badge of Autherity. 


Ottawa.—A campaign of education 
and organization is being carried on 


after months |pby the forestry branch among the In- 


dians giving talks upon the disad- 
vantages to the natives which follow 
the burning .of forests, They have au- 
thority to enlist the Indians ‘as volun- 
teer fire rangers and have handsome 
badges to distribute which will indi- 
cate the authority of the Indians who 
agree to undertake the work. It is 
believed that this plan will’ reduce 
the number of forest fires chiefly by 
making the Indians more careful in 
extinguishing their campfires. 

To facilitate forest fire fighting on 
the wooded eastern slopes of the 
Rocky Mountains the department is 
establishing observation bulletins at 
prominent points and is making de- 
posits of fire fighting tools which can 


be drawn upon for shovels, ete., when | 


a fire is to be put out. 

Roads and trails are being cut 
through the forest enabling the fire 
fighter to speedily reach any point 
where smoke shows a fire has started. 
The observation points and the settle- 
ments are being connected by a tele- 
phone system which will enable fire 
guards to at once send out word of a 
forest fire to the nearest point where 
men are who gan be called upon to at- 
tack it. There has been great diffi- 
culty in the way of getting out news, 
in the absence of roads. 
phone and trails are being provided 


to meet these difficulties and it is ex-
